Anyone who reads and listens 
teday is conscious that the sub- 
ject of evangelism is in the fore- 
front in the field of religious dis- 
eussion ali over the world. That 
is just as H should be for two 
seasons: first, Christ, our Saviour, 
gave evangelism that place in His 
commission to His _ followers; 
second, evangelism is the spear- 
head of attack against the forces 
ef evil. Without evangelism the 
Christian effort to win a world to 
@hrist bogs down and suffers in- 
glorious defeat, Without evan- 
gelism the gosepl loses its attrac- 
fiveness and the witnesses lose 
their fire. Without evangelism the 
pure gospel of redemption by blood 
is forsaken, and a social gospel or 
an educational gospel is substi- 
tuted, neither of which has any 
power. 


Types of Evangelism 


Phere are two distinct types of 


evangelism taugh 

amd practiced by Bible people. 
Both of these types always have 
been, and always will be, used by 
Christians whenever and wherever 
& spiritual awakening comes to 
pass. These two types or methods 
are mass and personal evangelism. 
The devil hates both of them, and 
aecither method ean succeed with- 
out the other. The stronger of

the two is mass evangelism, for 
when mass evangelism is properly 
engaged in, there is sure to be 
personal or visitation evangelism. 
On the other hand, if mass evan- 
gelism is omitted, it is only a 
matter of time until personal 
evangelism will die, for KH will 
have lost its stimulant, 


Satan has been centering his 
attack on mass evangelism for the 
past fifteen years. He almost 
succeeded in destroying it. Some 
of our major denominations not 
only gave M up, but also adopted 
a program that pbelittled mass 
evangelsim and cried it down. Such 
sentences ag these are found in 
their writing: “Mass evangelism 
is overemotionalism,” “Mass evan- 


gelism is mass hysteria,” and 
similar statements. One good and 
great preacher writes, ‘Mass 


evangelism is a praduct of the 

; tury, an outgrowth 
of the old camp meeting. Kt has 
served its purpose and run its 
course.” We wonder what our 
brother has to say about the re- 
vival at Nineveh, the revival in 
Hezekiah’s day, Pentecost, Caper- 
naum, and revivals conducted by 
Paul in Synagogues and the market 
places all over Southern Europe. 
Mind you, while these leaders of 
major denominations are crying 
down mass evangelism, the 
smaller groups are employing it 
with such effectiveness that their 
numbers have increased as much 
as 486 per cent between 1942 and 
1946, while the larger groups that 
have discontinued mass evangelism 
have increased only six per cent 
over the same period. These 
smaller groups are multiplying 
their churches continually in rural 
sections, towns, and urban centers, 
while larger denominations are 
losing churches. 


One of the reasons some of our 
Southern Baptists have offered for 
discontinuing mass evangelism is 
that few unsaved people attend 
our revivals. It is true that such

The article on mass evangelism 
by Dr. C. BE. Matthews appearing 
in this issue of The Watchman- 
Examiner brings forcibly to our 
attention that the masses are to 
be evangelized. K is astonishing 
to find considerable opposition to 
mass evangelism’among powerful 
groups of church leaders. This is 
a hangover from the modernists’ 
attempt to discredit all evangel- 
ism—which discrediting was quite 
the vogue twenty years ago. When 
the so-called social gospel was the 
fad of these cold religionists, it 
was held up as a glorified contrast 
to the great evangelistic cam- 
paigns of the first two decades 
of this eentury. We have had our 
lesson. Anti-mass evangelism 
and the social gospel have run 
their fruitless courses. These sub- 
stitutes for impassioned soul-win- 
ning churches have left the cause 
of Christ im the doldrums. The 
Spirt of God has not set his seal 
of approval upon them. We 
ought not to have restraints 
upon mass evarzelism simply be-

I, Present-Day Powerlessness 
of the Church 


HK was in th summer of 1928 
that I drove along a highway in 
western Texas toward the little 
town of Peacock. I had been 
called for revival services, 
The pastor had written me that 
a terrible drouth gripped the 
land. For four months there had 
been no rain. The sun beat down 
pitilessly. I am reminded of the 
words of Dr. B. H. Carroll in his 
testimony, “My Infidelity and 
What Became of it.’’* 

“I have witnessed a drouth in 
Texas. The earth was iron and 
the heavens brass. Dust clouded 
the thoroughfares and choked the 
travelers. Watercourses ran dry,

grass scorched and crackled, corn 
leaves twisted and wilted, stock 
died around the last water holes, 
the ground cracked in fissures, 
and the song of the birds died out 
in parched throats. Men  de- 
spaired. The whole earth prayed: 
‘Rain, rain, rain! O Heaven, send 
rain!’ Suddenly a_ cloud rises 
above the horizon and floats into 
vision like an angel of hope. It 
spreads a cool shade over the 


burning and glowing earth. Ex- 
pectation gives life to desire. 
The lowing herds look up. The 


Shriveled flowers open their tiny 
cups. The corn leaves uatwist 
and rustle with gladness. And 
just when all trusting, suffering 
life opens her confiding heart to 
the promise of relief, the eloud, 
the cheating cloud, like a heart-

Truly, in more ways than one, 


He was a man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief. Because He 
was a man of sorrows His tace 
was often sad. His face reflected 


the sadness of His heart. And 
His face was sad because His 
heart knew that many were be- 


lieving that a man's life consist- 
eth in the abundance of things 
which He possesseth. Sad 0ve- 
cause He saw men measuring 
themselves by themselves and 
were not wise. Sad because so 
many were building their houses 
on the sand—houses that would 
stand against no wind, no rain, 


no flood, no storm. 

Sad was His face because His 
heart. had compassion on the 
great multitudes who were as

sheep without a shepherd. 
His face because He knew s0 
many were loving darkness rath- 
er than light because their deeds 
were evil. Sad His face because 
He saw many who were partici- 
pants in the degredation of love. 
But the sadness of His face was 
not the sadness that takes on

the stamp of a heart torn with 
remorse. Not the sadness of a 
face that takes on the ue of a 
heart that holds some abiding 
bitterness. Not the sadness of a 
face that gives reflection from a 
heart that nurses some bitter re- 


sentment. Not the sadness of a 
face that testifies to a heart 
that stamps itself in cynicism 


and doubt and unbelief on the 
face. But the sadness that came 
from da heart, a sinless heart, that 


grieved over men and sorrowed 
over their foolish and perverse 
ways. 


i. A Shining Face 


Yes, the face of Jesus Was & 
shining face—-sometimes. 

“And after six days Jesus 
taketh Peter, James, and 
John his brother, and bring- 
eth them up into an _ high 
mountain apart, and was 
transfigured before them: 


and his face did shine as the 


sun, and his raiment was 

white as the light.---Matt. 

17 :1-2.” 

He brought them “up into an 
high mountain = apart,’’-—Mount 
Hermon, 9,200 feet above’ the 
level of the sea--and there, in 


transfiguration, the face of Jesus 
did shine as the sun. And only 
the sun could express the radiant 
glories of the face of Jesus when 


His heavenly nature shone 
through the veil of the flesh 
when His deity, with’ shining 
brightness and heavenly’ glory, 
glowed and shone through His 
body. 


There He was, the One through 
whom God had spoken to us in 
these last days, by whom also He 
made the worlds, His face shining 
as the sun, because He was the 
brightnes of God's glory and the 
express image of His _ person 
(Heb. 1:2-3). And there they be- 
held the glory of His shining face 

the glory of the only begotten 
of God! 


Then, too, John, marooned on 
Patmos, saw seven golden can- 
dlesticks.

There His face shines like the 
sun when no cloud ig upon it. 
There, like the brightness of the 
sun at hot and high noonday of 
longest summer, His face shines. 
His face, like a fire at full heat, 
shines. until John falls at His 
feet as one dead before’. the 
brightness of it all. To gaze up- 
on His face with human eyes 
was impossible. The glory from 
His face, bright and shining like 
the sun in full strength, struck 
the eyes blind. And, John, breath- 
ed upon by the Holy Spirit, sym- 
bolized the glory of His shining 
face by the strongest symbol the 


world affords! “His counten- 
ance was as the sun shineth in 
his strength.’” So, the face of 


Jesus was a shining face—some- 
times. 
And again: 

“And Saul, yet breathing out 
threatenings and _ slaughter 
against the disciples of the 
Lord, went unto the high 
priest, and desired of him 
letters to Damascus, to the 
synagogues, that if he found 
any of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jeru- 
salem. And as he journeyed, 
he came near Damascus: and 
suddenly there shined round 
about him a light from heav- 
en: and he fell to the earth,

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The Carolinas’ Newest College

GREENVILLE, 8S. C.—-One night 
the Founder’s wife couldn't sleep. 
Her husband had just told her the 
story of a student who couldn't 
pay his tuition because he had 
gone back on his promise to the 
Lord and wasted a dime on candy. 
She resolved that she would give 
the boy money herself, so he could 
stay in school, and graduate from 
Bob Jones College. 

But Bob Jones, Sr., wouldn't let 
her. The boy, he said, had to work 
things out for himself. He did. 

The boy was from Charlotte, and 
he’d ridden a bicycle ail the way 
to Cleveland, Tennessee, with no 
money in his pocket, to go to school 
under old evangelist Bob Jones. He 
sold his bike when he got there, 
for $30, and paid the first month's 
installment. Thereafter, he paid 
every month, from some mysteri- 
ous source. But one day he missed 
a payment, and Dr. Bob called 
him in. 

“I’ve grieved the Lord,” the 
boy said. “I promised Him if 
He'd let me come to Bob Jones 
College I wouidn’t spend a 
penny I didn’t absolutely need 
to go to school. But I broke 
down last month. A lady came 
aroung and asked me to buy 
some candy, and I just couldn't 
refuse. Since that, I can’t find 
the money to pay.” 

In the end he found it as Found- 
er Jones thought he would, and 
now he is one of the national 
leaders in the Youth For Christ 
Movement; he flew to England this 


week to represent the U. S. in an 
international conference of the 
movement. 

Bob Jones College is a _ Uni- 
versity now, and housed in its 
marvelous new plant near here, 


but boys still want to go to school 
there as badly as ever. They pre- 
fer the Christian school of many 


unique restrictions, where there is 
no football team but every 
student, boy or girl, must take 


part in intramural athletics every 
day unless the doctor forbids. 
They seek out this school where 
ten foreign languages are taught- 
including Chinese. 


CLASSICS STRESSED 


Not long ago the University 
placed its second ordgr for fresh- 
man Greek texts with a new pub- 
lisher, ordering 375 copies. The 
publisher wired back anxiously: 
“Wire stated 375 copies, 75 copies 
largest order ever shipped any 
school. Sending 75 copies.” But 
Bob Jones wired back, and got its 
375 new copies. This University 
believes in classic learning, in a 
certain amount of scientific train- 
ing, in drama groups giving such 
expert versions of Shakespeare 
that they have been compared 
with the best professional troupes. 
It is, so Bob Jones says, the only 
college anywhere offering instruc- 
tion in piano, violin and other 
instruments and “voice without 
extra cost. 

Among its giant buildings is 

a nearly-completed auditorium 

calculateg to be acoustically 

perfect, with a steam curtain, 
and an orchestra pit which 
may be raised or lowered. On 
its stage will appear Metro-

politan and Chicago Opera 

stars in season. It will seat 

3,000 comfortably. It has a 

tremendous, sprawling library 

with four-story stacks named 
for a deceased Pittsburgh 
philanthropist. It has a stu- 
dent center with an enormous 
snack bar and tea room, with 

a huge dating parlor overhead. 

There is even a beauty parlor. 

The University is run by the 
Joneses,. Bob Sr. and Jr. But, 
Says Bob Senior: “It isn’t mine. 
The Board runs it as a nonprofit 
institution. I could've had it; I 
started it. But this is more to me 
than clipping coupons ever would 
be. I don’t have anything. My 
wife and I have a little apartment. 
I don’t draw any salary. Bot 
Junior just has a little drawing 
account; most he ever drew was 
$250 a month. But we both hustle 
around the country all the time, 
speaking and preaching.” 

Their continuing ministry about 
the country helps solve problems 
at the University. Once, it ap- 
peared that the new plant here 
could not open on time because 
there were no doors to be had. 
Bob Jr. was speaking in Seattle, 
and a big lumberman was in his 
audience. He was impressed, and 
in conversation discovered 
the shortage of doors. He cut out 
the timber for them, haq them 
made and shipped here in time. 

Another time, quite by accident, 
Bob Sr. accepted the ward of a 
wholesale dealer in pianos as a 
student, and later got unsolicited 
help from him, in the form of 
scores of fine pianos—-and there 
are 48 piano practice rooms al- 
ready here. 

NOTABLES ON BOARD 

The Board of which Dr. Jones is 
proud has boasted many famed 
people. The widow of Billy Sun- 
day is still on it. The Governor of 
Arkansas, and the Premier of Al- 
berta sit on a second Board. The 
widow of the late Governor Bibb 
Graves of Alabama is a Board 
member. So are Dr. William Ward 
Ayer, pastor of New York’s Cal- 


later 


vary Baptist Church, Dr. H. A. 
Ironside of Chicago’s Moody 
Church (Dr. Jones calls it the 


greatest church in the world), and 
Dr. Robert G. Lee of Memphis, one 
of the foremost Baptist ministers. 
In addition, there are numerous 
prominent professional and busi- 
ness men. The late Gov. Dickens 
of Michigan remembered the Uni- 
versity in hig will. 

The energy and power of the 
University and its people are quite 
obvious. The. mere raising of the 
costly fire-proof buildings was a 
mammoth undertaking. And. the 
attraction of this place for stu- 
dents is amazing. No other Caro- 
lina college or university draws 
more from s0 many far-away 
places. Before opening day the 
incomplete campus was dotted 
with cars bearing foreign license 
plates. A survey showed the 
average student comes more than 
1,000 miles from home to Bob 
Jones U. 

What brings them here is a 
craving for learning in an at- 
mosphere of the old-time re- 
ligion — but the people are 
not religious cranks. “How 
could they be?” asks Bob 
Senior, “You put a fanatic 
here and let him study science 
and mathematics, and he’ll 
cool down. We aren’t running 
a nut factory. We let the 


a 


fools go before they finish.” 

Many Bob Jones graduates ge 
into fields not closely associated 
with religion. A few of them turn 
to medicine and law, though the 
school doesn’t stress either. There 
is a well developed school of fine 
arts. There are no less than 68 
separate courses in music, and 21 
in art. Students go out to become 
teachers, to direct church or evan- 
gelical choirs and orchestras. The 
University keeps choirs, quartets 
and brass ensembles touring the 
country in the Summers and 
picks up many students thereby. 
VARIETY OF COURSES 


History, psychology, sciences, 
languages, drama and religidn are 
offered in variety, though there 
seems to be a de-emphasis on 
biology. There is the most modern 
equipment for teaching home 
economics, from cooking to interior 
decoration——but in this respect, as 
in others, Bob Jones Senior doesn’t 
let the professors run away with 
him. “I believe in home economics. 
But my old country mother could 
make better biscuits than any 
home economics teacher on the 
American continent. She could 
fry the best ham and scramble the 
best eggs ... make the best sweet 
potato custard and the most won- 
derful cake. And she never saw 
a home economics teacher.” 

Thirty religious sects are repre- 
sented in the student body, but all 
of them are “conservative” or Fun- 
damenta! in their approach. They 
accept the Creed of the University 
as do the teachers — who must 
sign this creed at the beginning 
of every year. (“They may have 
backslidden during the Summer or 
may have gotten under the influ- 
ence of some modernist. We want 
no teacher here who can’t sign this 
creed of what we believe every 
year.”’): 

“I believe in the inspiration 
of the Bible, both the Old and 
New Testaments, the creation 
of man by the direct act of 
God; the incarnation and 
virgin birth of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ; His 
identification as the Son of 
God; His vicarious atonement 
for the sins of mankind by the 
shedding of His, blood on the 
cross; the resurrection ef His 
body from the tomb: Hie 
power to save men from ai, 
the new birth through the re- 
generation by the Holy Spirit; 
and the gift of eternal life by 
the grace of God.” 

If a teacher ever violates thet 
creed any other faculty member, 
or any student, can sue te have 
the college closed. Founder Jones 
has made provision for having the 
college funds turned over to some 
worthy charity in case such dis- 
aster befall# But Dr. Jones thinks 
that day will never come. “We 
have no trouble here. We've never 
had to send a girl home in shame 
to her parents. We keep ‘em se 
busy with the ‘dos’ they don’t 
have time to ‘don’t.’ We may seem 
strict to some people, but if we 
weren't strict we wouldn't have 
the fine record with our boys and 
girls we have now. If there are 
people who want to drink and 
smoke and so on they can ge 
somewhere else.”’ 4

So Paul frose—stood up. But 
he could not see. Gone was Da-

Gone the white crest of Hermon. 
Gone the rooftops out yonder.

Gone 
the blazing sun. All were gone. 
He was blind. Gropingly he 
reached out his hands. Those 


_who were with him led him over 
the last lap of the journey (Acts 
22:11). 

The night of blindness had shut 
Saul in upon himself. He could 
not see the curious peasants who 
gazed at this white-robed young 
rabbi being led along the road 
But there was one thing he could 
see, for it was burned into his 
brain by the blaze that smote him 
to his knees. It was the light of 
the glory of God in the face of 
Jesus Christ.

A shining face—John vouches 
for. 

A shining face—Paul declares. 

I love to think of the shining 
face of Jesus as Peter, James and 
John saw it on the Mount of 
Transfiguration. And as John 
saw it in exile on Patmos--a face 
shining “like the sun , ,. in his 
strength.” I know that the fate 
of Jesus was a_ Shining face, 
though not bright as the _ sun 
shining in his strength, when the 
blind looked at Him with new- 
seeing eyes, when the deaf listen- 
ed to the world of sound He had 
opened to them, when the dumb 
talked after He had untied the 
knots in their tongues, when the 
crippled went away whole, when 
the lepers went on their way 
cleansed,-when crazy men went on 
their way with their reason re- 
stored, when funeral processions 
were broken up. His face shone 
because of the joy He had 
brought to others! 

And because of the sympathy 
and the sweetness and the tender- 
ness and the gentleness and the 


kindness and the indignation

which He so quickly felt in the 

presence of injustice and _ evil, 

His face shone. A shining face 

indeed was His face--oftentimes. 
lif. A Stained Face 

Yes, the face of Jesus was a 
Stained face-—-sometimes. 

Once, in Bethany, His face was 
stained with tears. 

To this little town He came 
where in the grave for four days 
Lazarus had been sleeping the 
sleep that no noise can disturb, 
no life arouse, no power molest. 
All the shadows of a reality darker 
than midnight’s darkest blackness 
were focused upon that little 
house. And death, whose only 
music is the sob of broken hearts, 
had boldly and defiantly robbed 
their treasure house of the dear- 
est object of their affection. 


“When Jesus therefore saw 
her weeping, and the Jews al- 
so weeping which came with 
her, he groaned ir the spirit, 
and was troubled. And said, 
where have ye laid him? 
They said unto him, Lord, 
come and see. Jesus wept. 
Then said the Jews, Behold 
how he loved him! And some 
of them said, Could not this 
man, which opened the eyes 
of the blind, have caused that 
even this man should not 
have died?’’—-John 11:33-37. 
Jesus, weeping, came to the 

grave. “It was a cave, and a 
Stone lay upon it” (John 11:38). 
Stained with tears was His 
blessed face--in Bethany! 

Not only there, but at anoth- 
er time and®at another place, 
His face was stained with tears. 
During the days of that last week 
that sloped up to  Calvary’s 
bloody top like rough steps that 
lead to a height where storms 
howl and rage, He came around 
Olivet’s brow one day, in His one 
and only hour of royal pomp.

a problem exists; it has always 
existed. It existed when Jesus 
was here in the flesh. In the 
parable of the supper, after an 
invitation to the feast had failed 
to bring the guests in, we find him 
saying to his servants: “Go out 
into the highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in, that my 
house may be filled.” He did not 
teH them to quit; he told them to 
try another method. Did it ever 
occur to us that, when merchants 
are failing to get customers to 
buy merchandise, they seek new 
methods? They do not change 
merchandise; they change meth- 
od. When sports events are not | 
attended in our country, the sport 
is not discontinued. The pro- 
moters find a new way of attract- 
ing customers, and they have 
surely succeeded. Certainly, it is 
difficult to get lost people to at- 
tend revivals. It is also difficult 
te get people to repent, but surely 
we are not going to quit preaching 
repentance. 
What Will It Do? 

Without mass evangelism the 
hearts of church people are not 
stirred ang revived. Mass evan- 
gelism will restore moral stand- 
ards in our churches that have 
sunk to a level of the world. Mass 
evangelism will restore holy living 
and revive the lost art of fervent 
prayer. Mass evangelism will 
stimulate church attendance, turn 
people away from false philoso- 
Phies and fantastic ideologies, and 
point them back to the study of 
God's Word. 

Our trouble is not that mass 
evangelism is obsolete; is that 
ew old, worn-out methods are 


Standard 


of church activity would fail if we 
did it as we have been doing our 
evangelistic work. This is a 
changing world in which we live. 
As world conditions change, our 
methods must be changed to meet 
the conditions. Our hope and 
prayer to God is that Baptists will 
not be quitters, but overcomers, in 
evangelism and in every other 
fielg of service. Not only is mass 
evangelism returning in favor and 
power, but also the spiritual 
awakening that God has promised 
in Act 2:17 is coming to pass: 
“And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh.” 
That spiritual awakening is on 
its way. Some who have cried 
down mass evangelism are going 
to be embarrassed. Some books 
and articles written on the sub- 
ject are going to have to be re- 
written if the writers of them are 
fair to the facts of experience. 

There have been 107 associ- 
ational revivals conducted in Texas 
since January 1, 1947. Reports 
from 85, involving 1,447 churches, 
give the following results: total 
additions to churches, 23,827; total 
number by baptism (already bap 
tized), 13,369. There were thou- 
sands of rededications, and hun- 
dreds have surrendered for special 
service. Hundreds of homes that 
were broken have been restored, 
and numerous communities have 
been made over. Other states, in 
spots) have had like results. We 
earnestly and sincerely call upon 
all of our Baptist people and 
Christians everywhere to pray un- 
ceasingly to God for an awakening 
to come to this suffering, sin-sick, 
deluded world in thig critical hour. 
This is no time to retreat. This 
is a time for God’s people to beat 
a charge. He is able, “for our 
God is a consuming fire!”

tears. Let the Book tell us about 
it. Listen! 


“And he was withdrawn 
from them about a_ stone's 
cast, and kneeled down, and 
prayed, Saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me: nevertheless 
not my will, but thine, be 
done. And there appeared an 
angel unto him from heaven, 
Strengthening him. And be- 
ing in an agony he prayed more 
earnestly: and his sweat was 
as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the

And blood stained 
His face when, in the shadow of 
the old olive trees, He listened to 
the shuddering necessity of a 
world’s sin utter itself in agony 
of soul no words can express. 

Stained wifh tears. Yes. 

Stained with blood. Yes. 

But more. Stained with spit. 


Ia the book of Mark one bold, 
bare, cruel statement stands out 
in all those darkening scenes, like 
a flash of lightning that rips the 
black vestments of the storm 
cloud. “They smote him on the 
head with a reed, and did spit 
upon’ him” (Mark 15:19). Isaiah 
had prophesied, “I hid not my 
face from shame and spitting” 
(Isaiah 50:6). And here, in in- 
dignity heaped upon indignity, it 
came to pass. In close kinship 
with Mark’s statement is Mat- 
thew’s statement, which seems to 
shriek itself with all the wildness 
of delirium into our souls: “What 
think ye? They answered and said: 
He is guilty of death. Then did 
they spit in his face, and buffeted 
him” (Matt. 26:66-67). 

But, shudderingly, as one passes 
by a ghastly sight by the road- 
side, shall we not pass from the 
sight of that face befouled with 
spit? But, as we pass, may we 
never forget that His face was 


stained with spit—for us. With 
tears, too—for us. And _ with 
blood!

As we entered the drouth 
stricken area, signs of distress 
began to appear. Even in years 


of good rainfall, the land was too 
arid for corn. Now the substi- 
tute sorghum grain crops were 
burned and seared and withered 
to within a few inches of the 
ground, though it was yet mid- 
summer. Much of the pasture 
Jand was as barren of grass as a 
roadway. What grass appeared 
was now, in midsummer, as brown 
as in dead of winter. 

As we drove along in an open 
car, our’ nostrils were assailed 
more than once with the horrible 
stink of a starved cow or horse 
dead by the roadside. We passed 
one and then another deserted 
farm with boards nailed over the 
doors and windows, the barns and 
pastures empty. Farmers and 
their families had gone elsewhere 
to eke out a living through these 
bitter months, by day labor. In 
the little town where I came to 
lead in revival services we found 
that drinking water had to be 
shipped in in railroad tank cars. 
The livelihood, the health, the 
happiness, the manner of life of 
thousands of people were men- 
aced by the terrifying drouth. Oh 
for the rain! 


After some days of earnest 
preaching, a group of contrite 
and penitent people were ready 
to come -together with earnest 


prayer for rain. 
their werldliness, their sins which 
had brought God’s wrath upon 
them. Because of our awful sense 
of need, we waited on God, plead- 
ing with Him for rain to water 


They confessed 


the land. And thank God, in 
less than twenty-four hours a 
mighty rain came. 


But all around us we Christians 
gee and experience a drouth worse 
than that. There is a famine but 
not ef bread. Death is all around 
us, yet there is little alarm, little 


burden, little crying under God 
for a rain of revival. 

The church clerk of a large 
eongregation talkedyto me the 


other day about the record for 
the last year. It is the largest 
congregation in its city. It is 
claimed to be both the most ac- 
tive church and the most ortho- 
dox in the area. It sends out a 
dozens or two of missionaries and 
gaupports them. Its pastor is a 
etrong Bible preacher, evangeli- 
eal, scholarly, warm-hearted, It 
has the largest percentage of 
clean, devoted Christians of any 
Jlarge church I know. The church 
has an unusually high propor- 
tion of ministers and missionaries 
im its membership. Yet the church 
elerk said that last year there 
were only fours new converts re- 
eeived for baptism and those four 
were very small children out of 
devoted Christian homes. Then 
the church clerk said with trem- 
bling lips, “No one seemed to 
think that was very bad.” 

That church is representative 
01 thousand other churches 
that are in the main sound in 
doctrine; churches’ with 
and orthodox pastors; churches 
ef sincere Christians. Yet they 
are churches without the power 
ef God. 

Oh, the church of Jesus Christ 
has lost her glory! Ichabod is 
written over the doors of our 
stately houses of worship. Our 
ehurches, im the language of 
Scripture, have misgarriaging 
wombs and dry breasts. Preach- 
ers have largely become pleasing 
palaverers and not powerful 
prophets. 

A minister with twenty-five 
years in the pulpit and with gray 
im his hair told me that he had 
mever won one soul to Christ in 
personal conversation! “De you 
think God intended everyone of 
ws to plead with individuals? I 
would not know how te begin!” 
he said. 

Literally thousands of congre- 
gations last year did not have one 
single convert. Thousands of 


godly 


ministers in America did not win 
one soul. Whole denominations 
failed to win enough people to 
make up for_the loss in member- 
ship by death. The drouth of 
death is upon our country, upon 
our churches, upon our ministry, 4 


upon individuale Christians. 
»ew there be who Know it, fewer 
sii’ who eare enough to wait 
upon God and plead for . His 
power, 

It is said that since the war 


less than one per cent of British 
young people have any contact 
whatever with the churches. In 
America we face an increasingly 
similar loss. Whole areas of life 
and thought are wholly untouched 
by the influence of the church. 
Christians founded and supported 
the great universities in our 
country and our public education 


was once very definitely influ- 
enced by Christian principles. 
Now not one person in a hun- 
dred could name the Ten Com- 


mandments, which are the basis 
of all morality. People do not 
know the Beatitudes, do not 
know tke Lord’s Prayer, do not 
even know John 3:16. The vast 
majority in America have no 
idea what is the gospel, what is 
God’s plan of salvation! At 
least three-fourths of our college 
graduates are infidels, if not athe- 


ists. Lawlessness multiplies ev- 
ery year, particularly among 
young people. Two out of five 
marriages end in divorce and the 
rate is rapidly increasing. Vir- 
ginity is laughed at nearly as 


widely as Christianity. 

Our country is a heathen na- 
tion. The percentage of born- 
again Christians is steadily de- 
creasing. Never since the great 
revival beginning with Charles 
G. Finney has the percentage of 
Christians run so low. The 
churches beat a continual retreat. 
We cannot win even the children 
of Christians, those who grow up 
in Christian homes and in the 
Sunday Schools. 

The trouble is that we do not 
have the power of God! 


We cannot keep Christians, and 
many of us cannot keep ourselves, 
from the degrading wordliness all 
about us. Shame on us all for 
the church people who drink and 
curse and fill their minds with 
the lewdness of the movies and 
the trash of dirty novels and 
magazines and imbibe the morals 
of the barnyard from their com- 
panions and from the influence 
of America’s tainted, ungodly 
Civilization. It is because we do 
not have the power ‘of God upon 
us. 

We have lost the power of God, 
so we cannot keep those under 
our care from the damning blight, 
the unbelief and the false guesses 
of the pseudo-scientists in schools 
and colleges and places of public 
influence. 

We have lost the power of God, 
SO we cannot keep our converts 
from being led off into human 
cults and isms wholl® foreign to 
Bible Christianity—Christian Sci- 
ence, Jehovah’s Witnesses, Unity, 
the “I AM” Movement, Spiritual- 
ism, Theosophy, or even “Father 
Divine’s” group. 


We have no power; therefore 


_ in our denominations we cannot 


convert or out-vote or oust the in- 
fidels, the deniers of Christ’s 
deity, the scoffers at the virgin 
birth, the atoning blood, the bod- 
ily resurrection, the _ inspired 
Bible. 

Our first great need is_ not 
church union. Twelve cylinders 
in a car are no better than four 
if there is no spark from the 
battery and no gas in the tank! 

The first need of the ehurch is 
not popularity and favor with 
men. Most of us now, ¥ the 
world loved us and would listen 
to us, do not have the power of 
God te win them to Christ. 

The first need of Christians to- 
day i* not training. We have 
the brains, the culture, the per- 
sonality im the pulpits of our 
land. But sinners do not trem- 
ble and repent. Saints do not 
fall in confession and holy rededi- 
cation before God. Drunkards 
are not made sober. Harlots are 
net made pure. Infidels are not 


made believers. It is not training 
but power that we lack and need! 

We have hundreds of Christian 
periodicals. \ Christian books roll 
continually from the _ printing 
presses. Radios publish the gos- 
pel to every city apartment, vil- 
ldge cottage or farm house in 
America. Neither the Everglades 
of Florida, the blistering deserts 
of Arizona, nor the arciic wilds 
ot *Alaska can get awa, irom 
the radio gospel. Tracts are giv- 
en out by the millions. Yet there 
is little of revival. Most of our 
preaching, most of our singing, 
most of our testimony, most of 
our praying, most of our living 
is without power. We do not have 
the breath of God upon us. Heav- 
en is shut up that there is so 
little sptritual rain. God has 
turned His face away from us! 
Oh, the crying shame and sin and 
defeat and ruin and death of our 
powerless lives! 


When showers of revival do 
come in isolated sections, it is 
a strange phenomenon to the 


world today. Modernists scoff at 
revival as mass hysteria which 
will entirely disappear in an en- 
lightened people. ‘ Ultra-dispen- 
sationalists write learned dis- 
courses on why the reported re- 
vivals must be frauds, the evan- 


gelists charlatans, the converts 
hypocrites. And hungry-hearted 
Christians can hardly believe 
what their eyes see and their 


hearts feel! 


All over America a whole gen- 
eration has grown up of people 
who never saw a great revival. In 
Buffalo, New York, a minister 
told me with glorified face, amid 
tears: “I have seen what I never 
hoped to see in this world! For 
years I have prayed for a revival 
and then I gave up. I thought I 


should never see the day when 
hundreds of hardened sinners 
would turn to Christ in a great 


revival and have their lives ut- 
terly transformed, claiming Christ 
openly and setting out to live for 
Him.” 

In Durham, North Carolina, a 
pastor cooperating in the union 
revival campaign, after seeing 
about thirty people wonderfully 
converted to Christ in one service 
and seeing similar scenes night 
after night, said something like 
the following publicly: “I thank 
God for this revival, not only for 
the folks that are saved, but that 
the people of my church may see 
again manifested the power-of the 
gospel and the power of the Holy 
Spirit. A whole generation has 
passed since our city has seen 
this kind of revival.” When God 
in His mercy does send a breath 
of revival, the great spiritual 
dearth everywhere is made all the 
more glaringly apparent by the 
contrast, 

I would to God that every 
Christian in America would wake 
up to the awfulness of our power- 
Jess state. God has turned His 
back upon His peoplé because of 
our sins! The power of the Holy 
Spirit is not manifest in most of 
our churches, on most of us 
preachers, on most of us Chris- 
tians. O God, send a revival of 
Holy Spirit power! 

We Christian workers are like 
the son of the prophet who had 
a borrowed ax, and alas, as he 
chopped, the head flew off and 
sank in the stream.

“And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the devils are subject unto 
us through thy name. And he 
said unto them, I beheld Satan 
as lightning fall from heaven. 
Behold, I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, 
and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall by any 
‘means hurt you.’”—Luke 10:17-19. 


Wonderful promises are those. 
These young converts, sent out 
to be witnesses, were to be able 
te tread on serpents and scor- 
pions and over all the power of 
the enemy, and they cast devils 
eut of sinners. 


Do you believe that the Lord 
Jesus would give such promises 
and pour out such power on those 
Who did His bidding then, and 
leave us, His children now doing 
His work, without His power 
and presence? No indeed! Many 
promises He gave to the disciples 
and to us of His continued pres- 
ent and power for those who did 
His will. 

In John 7:37-39 JesuS gave a 
wonderful promise: 

“In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living 
water.” 

Here is a promise for the time 
then future. After Jesus was 
risen from the dead, His-disciples, 
and not only those then His dis- 
ciples but all that should believe 
on Him, had an unceasing, unfail- 
ing source of power promised. 
“He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his 
belly [his innermost being] shall 
flow rivers of living water."’ And 
by this river, this life-giving 
stream flowing out from a Chris- 
tian’s heart and life, Jesus meant 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 

If we are only empty cisterns, 
Or if we are stagnant pools, we 
do not have what Jesus promised 
us! We are not obtaining our 
full birthright! We are not liv- 
ing up to our privileges! Every 
Christian should be a living foun- 
tain of the water of life. The 
Holy Spirit within us and flow- 
ing from us, should bring life to 
those about us, like an artesian 
well brings life to the desert. So 
Jesus promised for those who 
should believe on Him. It is a 
promise for every Christian, the 
promise of fullness of power. 

The night before Jesus was 
erucified, instead of seeking com- 
fort for Himself, He comforted 
the disciples. After telling them, 
“Let not your hearts be troubled,”’ 
Jesus made them exceeding great 
and precious promises. Jesus 
gaid: “Verily, verily, 1 say unto 
you, He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than _ these 
shall he do; because I go unto 
my Father” (John 14:12). 

Here’s a promise so great that 
few will believe it. Jesus Himself 
did all His mighty works in the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Now 
He tells the disciples that they 
may do exactly the same kind of 
work as He did. He does not 
make a single exception. He 
does not say that some of His 
miracles were too stupendous to 
be done by the hands of others. 
He did not say that the raising

of the dead or the healing of the 
sick or the cleansing of the leper 
or the conversion of the drunkard 
and the harlot and infidel, was 
too much for these disciples. No 


He said plainly, “He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I 
do shall he do also.” And then 


He added that should do 


they 
even greater works, since His life 
was cut short and His public 


ministry ended at the crucifixion. 


Here is a startling teaching, 
but it is true. Jesus promised 
that the marvels, the power, the 


wonder of His own ministry might 
be repeated in the life of multi- 
tudes of others who believed in 
Him. Jesus was never Darren. 
He was never powerless. He was 
never defeated. He was never 
even discouraged by the circum- 
stances. There was a life-chang- 
ing marvel in His speech, in every 
contact He made. The mighty 


power of God His Father, through 
the Holy Spirit, poured through 
His life. Every touch of His 


hand, every tone of His voice was 
freighted with the power of the 
Holy Spirit. And that miraculous 


life could be reproduced, He 
promised, in the lives of His dis- 
ciples. 


Of course Jesus never meant 
that anybody else could die on 
the cross and atone for men’s 
sins as He did. No one else was 
the virgin-born Saviour, God in- 
carnate, one with the Father, as 
He was. But He did plainly 
promise that the same power of 
the Holy Spirit that attended His 
walk and talk and ministry day 
by day could attend the service 


and testimony of others who 
followed Him and believed in 
Him. O Christian, believe it! 


Ged has for you blessings you 
have never claimed, power you 
have never used, an enduement 
you have never sought and found! 

And lest one should think that 
this promise was only for the 
twelve, or only for the Christians 
of apostolic time, Jesus made 
the promise clear. It is to “he 
that believeth on me” that Jesus 
promised, “The works that I do 
Shall he do _ also.” Those 
who trust in Christ may have 
His fullness of power and may 
reproduce some of the marvels of 
His soul winning power. 

Again, the same night that Je- 
sus was betrayed, He gave the 
disciples the promise of John 
15:5: “I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, 
and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit: for without me 
ye can do nothing.” 


Are you bearing much fruit? 
Are you winning many souls? If 
not, then surely you have some 
way missed the blessing here 
promised for all who abide in 
Christ! 


After Jesus rose from the dead, 
He reiterated this promise of 
soul-winning power for His disci- 
ples. And this time the promise 
was more definite than ever: He 
was promising the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit in order that His 
disciples might carry out the 
Great Commission and win souls. 

In Luke 24:46-49 this blessed 
promise is given, just before Je- 
sus ascended to Heaven: 

“Thus it is written, and thus 
it behoved Christ to suffer, and 
to rise from the dead the third 
day: And that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preach- 
ed in his name among all nations, 
beginning at Jerusalem. And ye 
are witnesses*of these _ things. 
And, behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon you: © but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” 

The gospel message that men 
should repent and have their sins 
forgiven must be preached in all 
nations, Jesus. said. These same 
disciples were the witnesses of 
His life and ministry and death 
and resurrection; hence there 
were to set out to get the gospel 
to every creature. 

“But wait!” said Jesus.

After the gospel of Luke was 
finished, again he took up his 
pen to tell the story of the mar- 
velous, Spirit-filled ministry of 
the disciples and some of their 
converts, in the book of Acts. 
Again the Spirit of God gave 
Him the words, and his writings 
were holy writ, the very Word 
of God. And the very first thing 
he records is the promise and 
command of Jesus: 

“And, being assembled togeth- 
er with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father, which, saith he, 
ye have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence.” 

Acts 1:4, 5. 

Then Jesus put in definite, un- 
mistakable terms the promise, 
“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” The power promised is 
a definite coming upon them of 
the Holy Spirit. Its result is to 
be definite, beyond any argument. 
They would be soul-winning wit- 
nesses for Christ when the Holy 
Spirit should come upon them, 
bringing His mighty power. 

In Matthew 28:19, 20 Jesus 
promises to all His disciples faith- 
fully carrying out the Great Com- 


mission, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the 
world.” The promise was not 


just to the twelve but to all the 
world and to the end of the age. 
The promise is unto every Chris- 
tion who obeys Christ in taking 
the gospel to every creature and 
teaching the converts to obey 
Christ. But in the light of other 
statements Christ made about 
the same matter, we know the 
meaning of the promise that 
Christ will be with His people. For 
what? To comfort them? Yes, 
but that is not first. To give 
them wisdom? Yes, but that is 
not the most important. Too, 
would He be with them, through 


His Holy Spirit, to guide them 
into all truth? Yes, that is 
promised, but that is not. the 


main promise Jesus made here. 
Christ promised, “Lo, I am with 
you alway,” meaning primarily 
that through His Holy Spirit He 
would be with the disciples in 
mighty power to carry out His 
Great Commission. 

In the light of Christ’s dear 
promises and the fullness He has 
freely offered His people who 
wait upon Him, to be endued with 
power from on high, how shame- 
ful, how sinful, and how needless 
is the barrenness’ and fruitless- 
ness and powerlessness of His 
people today! 

In view of the promises of 
Christ, any Christian who is con- 
tent not to have the soul-winning 
power of the Holy Spirit upon him 
lives in complacent sin, with God's 
dear face turned away from him. 

May God give to all who read
